‘he inquest on Sergt. Mann, R.G.A, who 
met his death at Stoneoutters’ Island under 
circumstances already roported in thes: colmans, 
wns opened at tho Contral Potica Court on 
Monday afternoon, undor the presidency of Mr. ! 
T. Sercombo Smith. | 

‘ho first witness called was Bombardier J. 
H. Thomson, B.A,, who suid that on the morn- 
ing of the 4th inst. ho wis in the library at 
Stonecutters’ Island with Ganner Waters, 
when, bearing o crash in the adjoining room, 
he rushed there und found -ergt. Mann. lying 
on tho floor in a poolof blood, A few minutes 
before going into tha library witness bad been 
speaking to deceased in the reading-room. 
When he found Mann iu that state ho imme-, 
“diately wont for a doctor. Deceased was lying” 
on his sido, with, an over-lurned choir beside 
him, ‘Tho carbine (produced) was lying under 
deceased. 

Lient. B. A. Crnig, R.A.M.C., stated that 
he was sent for and on going to the reuling- 
room ho found decoused on the floor. Ho found 
a wound.on his face extending from the uppor 
lip to the Joft oye, while both jaws were irnc- 
tured, and blood waa oozing from the loft ear 
and from # round hole ou the top of the skull. 
The walls near were spattered with blood and 
there was a bullet hole in the ceiling. ‘The 
man was quitedead. Witness ordered the body 
to be removed to the Station Hospital, when he 
bell n post-mortem examination. He found 
that death was due to a bullet wound in the 
hoad, the ballot travelling through tho brain 
and ont through the’ top of tho head, The |- 
wound was self-inflicted. Witness arrived at 
thig opinion through the closeness of the shot, 
and the course of the bullet, and position of the 
wound. . 

Guuner Waters corroborated the last witness 
save that he said the gun was not under the 
deccesed but by the side ofa chair, The de- 
ceased was populur and well-liked by all. tho 
.men, He bad been in charge of the canteen at 
Stonnentter's Island for three or four montas, 
but witness had ‘never seen him under the in- 
fiuence of liquor.
